In the conference room of the jail 


he wept bitterly and cried: 
"I lied about Cliff. He didn't kill 


them."

He said that neither he nor Hajes 


knew a thing about the murders and 
that he had charged the crime against 
Hayes because the latter had said "he 
(Schneider) knew something about the 
crime." 
"God, mister, I've stood this all I 


can," said the youth.

"Oh, Mr. Beekman, I only wish that 


I had listened to you—that I had taken 
your advice and not told so many 
lies about Cliff," he blurted. 
'Tm sorry now. I'm sorry that I 


lied about Cliff. But—he lied about 
me!"

Arraigning the legal Profession. 
"Credit men have found that a large 


proportion of indecfent 
bankruptcies 


and unfair compositions," or, cmpro- 
•mises, are suggested, recommended 
or urged by members of the Bar. The 
charge is made by J.' EL Tregoe, cv- 
ecutive head of the National associa- 
tion of Credit Men, In a formal com- 
munication addressed to the members 
of the association. "In many of the 
large cities," he says, "there are bank- 
ruptcy rings made up of "men sworn 
to defend law and order and yet liter- 
ally seeking for the defeat of law and 
order . . . And this sort of thing 
happens under the nose of the court!" 
This is a severe arraignment of the 
legal profession. If it were made by 
a soapbox orator it might.be ignored, 
but coming from" the spokesmen of an 
organization of the prominence of the 
National association f the Credit Men 
It deserves the serious "attention of the 
bar associations of "the country. 


The other day we had occasion to 


refer to the suit filed by a professional 
dancer against the son of a prominent 
New York flancier to collect a large 
sum as damages for breach of promise 
to marry. The plaintiff was. quoted 
as saying that she did not -want to In- 
stitute the damage suit but that her 
attorney had insisted 'that court pro- 
ceedings should be begun, and that 
she had consented to the filing of the 
papers, Without doubt much litiga- 
tion that clogs the courts -would be 
eliminated if all lawyers scrupulously 
observed tie letter and spirit of the 
oath they take when they are admitted 
to practice. How to exact anlversal 
observance is the problem, probably 
without solution. However, leaders of 
the profession can throw their influ- 
ence against lie practices complained 
of more strongly than they iat-e done, 
and bar associations can display more 
courace in cleaning house than they

•what remedy is there? Only one, 
which is-to curb those that are evil 
and cultivate those which are good. 
That carries us over into the realms 
of the moralities and the religious and 
the governments of men, which many 
believe have nothing to do. with busi- 
ness and industry. But they- have 
much to do with them; on might al- 
most say everything. 
It is certain that men will always 


have emotions to plague or please 
them, regardless of losses or gains or 
business or industry." They are born 
In us all and move out from us during 
every waking hour of our existence. 
We cannot shake them off. Hence 
the best thing we can do is to control 
them. Even love, the greatest of them 
all. must be carefully watched and 
guided lest it lead to woe.

HUNDREDS WATT 


FOR A RESCUE 


SAN FRANCISCO,' Oct. 12—Some 


three hundred men, women and chil- 
dren rode a placid, landless sea, 400 
miles off the coast of Mexico today in 
open boats—silent, hopeless actors, 
most of them, in another ot the great 
dramas of the sea. 


They were the men and women and 


children who were aboard the six 
thousand ton liner, City of Honolulu, 
when, at 5"30 a m today the alarm 
of fire spread terror thru the ship 


Less than five hours later they had 


been ordered oversides in small boats. 
to stand by and watch the palatial 
ship on which, the night before, they 
had dined and danced till midnight. 


As the hours wore on they waited; 


saw the flames eating away at their 
ship and wondered when help would 
come. 


The Yacht Casiana, private floating 


palace of Edward L. Doheny, 
oil magnate, came near during 
morning and spoke xhe little group ot 
lifeboats, hovering at safe distance 
from the burning vessel. I flashed 
the word to radio stations ashore that 
"all hands were safe" and the sea "aa 
placid as a lake." 


It picked up word that the freighter 


Enterprise,

Thomas and the freighter West Far- 
rallone were racing against time to 
the rescue—with perhaps the Thomas 
leading the race and due after mid- 
night tonight. 


But the drama of it all was being 


played by unseen, almost unknown 
forces, of the air. 
The radio was

wastes of the Pacific to the mainland, 
directing the movement of rescue 
ships and helping in giving succor. 


Without the radio the fate of these 


people would have been to ride in the 
Pacific,- hundreds of miles from the 
nearest land, food and water scarce 


until some chance wayfarer of the sea 
passed by am? saved them.

It was 5 30 a. m. today when the 


first ^oid came. It simply reported 
the vessel afire and gave no details. 


There was nothing more until 9 
,. 


o'clock, when the Radio corporation 
of America here picked up a message 
that the boats were being launched. 


An horn later the radio told that all 


had left except those whom traditions 
of tlio sea say must stay to the last— 
the captain, his mate, the chief en- 
gineer and the radio operator. 


Only t"w eh e minutes, however, were 


the}"1 able to stand their ground 
against the fierceness of the flames.

Eight Passengers at Kansas City 


Are Victims. 


THE BANDIT WORKED ALONE 


At Least $200 Secured From Those 


on Flyer. 


Small Sums Taken From Several- 


Rubber Was Evidently Amatenr 


Jrom Manner in Which He 


Worked. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 12.—Pas- 


sengers on the 
California limited, 


crack passenger train of the Santa Fe, 
were robbed by a lone negro who es- 
caped at the city limits last night. 


The bandit boarded the observation 


car in the yards here, securing valu- 
ables of all passengers and then 
prowled thru two coaches. 


The California limited is the de 


luxe train of the Santa Fe making the 
run from Kansas City to 
Chicago 


without a stop. 
Santa Fe officials here -were advised 


that a complete repo^ of the holdup 
would be made at Foi-t Madison, la., 
to a special agent the railroad has 
sent to meet the train. 


Had Two Revolvers. 


The negro wore a handkerchief 


over his face. He was armed with 
two revolvers. 


Men and women were dragged from 


their berths. Many were in their 
night clothes. 
Women were forced to stand in the 


aisle as the negro tore rings from 
their fingers and necklaces from their 
throats. 
Men passengers had no chance to 


offer resistance. 
The bandit rifled the pockets of 


the passengers who had not retired. 
He appropriated the clothes of those 
who were in their ber^is. 


The robbery did not take more than 


ten mniutes. 
The conductor did not stop the 


train 'arf'd a report o|Jhe robbery wa» 
not made until the ilye'r reached Lex- 
ington Junction, Mo. 
Posses were immediately organized 


to take up the trail of the bandit. 


Tells Story of Holdup. 


CHICAGO, Oct 12. —The negro 


bandit who held up crack Santa Fe 
train No. 4 In Kansas City last night, 
obtained about $200, passengers arriv- 
ing here today stated. 


The story of the holdup was told by 


Mrs. 
S. B. Sweet, Detroit, who lost 


cash and jewelry. 
"I had just gotten on the train at 


Kansas City," said Mrs. Sweet, "and 
was going back to the observation car 
when someone behind me yelled: 


"TEIands up. and drop your bag!' 
"I didn't pay any attention to the 


shout, but kept on walking back.. 


"Then I felt a gun stuck in my back 


and the bandit repeated his demands. 


"I threw up my hands Quickly and 


the robber grabbed the bag."

Bryan to 
rule prohibition out as an issue in this 
campaign. 
- These women do not think-'tSiat a 
man of Mr. Bryan's record as an ad- 
vocate of prohibition should shut his 
eyes deliberately to the fact that the 
wets have injected prohibition into the 
campaign as an issue, that there are 
three wet democrats running for con- 
gress and that there are an unknown 
number of democratic wets running 
for the legislature. Tiey refuse 
to 


follow Mr. Bryan into the xjtchcock 
camp. 
These are the sparks- that are ex-

Mr. Bryan is to speak Monday after- 
noon on an invitation issued weeks

Secretary of State Darius M. Ams- 


berry withdrew as a candidate by pe- 
tition for secretary of state Thursday 
forenoon. He announced, that he would 
not run by petition or otherwise, which 
means that he will not accept the nom- 
ination on the prohibition state ticket 
a nomination which a committefe of 
that party has filed in his office. 


The suit to test his eligibility as a 


candidate by petition which had been 
nrepared by Frank M. Tyrrell in the 
name of Chairman E. B. Perry of the 
republican state committee, will not 
be filed. 


Mr. Amsb-jrry said be talked "Wed- 


nesday evening with Mr. Perry and 
with his own manager. M. A. Hyde, 
assistant secretary of the Security Mu- 
tual Life Insurance company of Lin- 
coln. 
"Since the question of my eligibility 


to run 'for any elective state office by 
petition has come up," said Mr. Ams- 
berry, "and no protest was filed within 
the three days allowed by law 
and 


none up to the present time, leaves the 
matter of my eligibility to me. I .had 
hoped the courts would settle this 
question and relieve me of the embar- 
rassment I have sustained the eligibil- 
ity of other candidates in similar cir- 
cumstances, but in order, that there 
may be no grounds for criticism for 
favoritsim, and with deference to more 
than 2,000 petitioners, I have decided 
not to be a candidate by petition or 
otherwise." 
Mr. Amsberry further states that he 


intends to support the republican 
ticket, including the primary nominee 
for secretary or state, Crawford^Ken- 
nedy. 
- "I have nothing personal against 
Mr. Kennedy," he said. ""1 am a re- 
publican as j.,alyays..'.AaT« been for, 
flltxL-years,~ and5--1-! '-'hope the entire 
ticket will be elected, especially the 
head of the ticket, and that a dry man 
will be in every office." 


During the controversy over Mr. 


Amsberry's' eligibility he stated that 
he did not enter the race with any in- 
tention of working into the hands of 
the democratic nominee and against 
the republican nominee. Mr. Ams- 
berry said last week that his original 
Intention was to retire from the of- 
fice of secretary of state and to live 
upon an" acreage tract near College 
View wMch he had bought and upon 
which he and his wife proposed to 
pass their declining days and enjoy 
the fruits of their toil. His friends 
say he also had in mind trying for 
the secretaryship of the state board 
of pardons at the close of his term, a 
board of which he is a member by vir- 
tue of his office. 


Rev. F. A. High filed additional pe- 


titions Wednesday afternoon asking 
Mr. Amsberry to run by petition. 
About 500 of the names were for- 
warded to Mr. High by Mrs. L. G. 
Windsor. 1216 Cummtags street, Fre- 
mont Mr. High Is president of the 
Nebraska anti-saloon league. 


W. L. Gaston, deputy secretary of 


state, who has been accused by a 
newspaper ,of being responsible for 
Mr. Amsberry's getting into the race 
by petition, denies such charges. 


"I am not guilty," he said. "I am 


regular and I am not interested In or 
expect to profit by any such can- 
didacy. I would not be an applicant 
for deputy secretary of state in the 
event of Mr. Amsberry's reelection, 
and I would refuse that appointment 
if It were tendered me."

A "Freak" Hook-Up That Works 


To the man who likes to experiment 


with various combinations of radio 
ipparatus, the gieatest joy of a new 
Magazine Is in trying out the various 
anusual hook-ups contributed by read- 
sis and seeing how they wotk. 


Not long ago, in. going 
thru the 


pages of Radio, I came upon a hook- 
up that I at once put down as a 
treak, but the article that accom- 
panied It was 
&o well written and 


sounded so enthusiastic that I decided 
to try it. The writer of that article 
laid that he had found the hook-up 
very good for the long wave lengths 
used by the most powerful stations, 
but that he would not recommend it 


, the wave length that you want to re- 
! ceive. 


I found that the concerts came in 


with a good deal of j>ati^laction on a 
plain spider web coil of sixty turns 
without taps. Then I began experi- 
menting, and I want to say, Incidental- 
ly, that I have never put any kind of 
coil in this place without receiving 
signals of some sort on it. I even 
wont so far as to insert an ordinary 
spool of No. 22 cotton-coveied wire in 
this place and I was successful in 
copying the 
600-meter, stations 100 


miles away on one bulb.

Armour and Marcy Refuse to Fur- 


nish Figures Regarding Opera- 


tions on Chicago Board 


of Trade. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—An orderly 


grain market can best be obtained 
thru a system of advancing money 
to farmers as needed, Leslie Gates, 
former president of the Chicago 
board of trade, declared today tes- 
tifying before the 
federal trade 


commission's probe Into the grain 
mart. 


"Farmers, needing money, rush 


to market with their crops as soon 
as harvested, causing filling up 
public elevators and storehouses 
and causing prices to drop sharp- 
ly," Gates said. 


Local elevator men buy wheat 


on the declining price when farm- 
ers rush to market, and then hold 
until an advance allows them to 
sell to the larger elevators at a 
profit, Gates stated. 


John O. Schneider, for seventeen 


years a speculator on the Chicago 
board of trade, in answer to a ques- 
tion from Victor Murdock, chair- 
man 
of the 
trade commission, 


denied that he had made a million 
dollar: out of his dealings. He was 
credited with having made a large 
amount of money in a sensational 
drop in prices in 1917. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—Efforts of the 


federal trade commission, investigat- 
ing the Chicago board of trade, to ob- 
tain business seciets of leading grain 
dealers here, had met with little suc- 
cess today. 


J. Ogden Armour and George E. 


Marcy, president of the Armour Grain 
company, both retused to turaish the 
commission with figures

Emma Yearian of Idaho Has 


Own Herds and Manages Them 


Without Husband's Help. 


.NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—"Ho, women! 


How about a ranch in Idaho?" This 
was the caption on the booth at the 
women's activities exhibit held re- 
cently in a New York hotel, showing 
wh.U women in the far west are do- 
ing. 
Mrs. Emma Yearian of Lemai. 


Idaho, one of the exhibitors, gives an 
account of her experience in the far 
west, where she is now raising sheep 
on a large scale. 


"As a young girl raised in a Missis- 


sippi river town. I dreamed and read 
and thought of the mountains until I 
could not resist the call of the west," 
said Mrs. Yearian. 
"I obtained a 


school in Idaho and later married a 
cattleman. 
When my children grew 


old enough to be sent away to school, 
I realized that something more than 
the income from our cattle "would be 
needed to meet the growing expense. 
I have always felt that women could 
do almost anything their men were 
doing if they only -would have faith in 
themselves. 


"The men who were being most 


successful then, so it seemed to me, 
were those in the sheep business, and 
altho this was a new departure for 
women, and no sheep were being run 
in the vicinity, I bought a band of 
ewe lambs to start with, and I haven't 
regretted It. 


"Bach season I go out in the moun- 


tains to the camps, of which there are 
usually five—one for each of the bands 
of ewes and lambs—andj visit each 
one about two or three times, going 
on horseback and riding thru thick 
and fallen timber, over slide rocks, 
across rushing mountain streams and 
over the steepest trails. 
But joy 


comes in the evening when we draw 
near the camp and are greeted by 
the barking of the sheep dogs, the 
smell of frying bacon and the aroma of 
boiling coffee. 


"I often almost fall from my horse 


from being so long in the saddle, but 
I rest sitting by the fire and watching 
the herder mixing sour dough biscuits. 
Presently the sheep come trailing in 
and soon all are bedded down, with 
now and then a ewe breaking the 
silence bleating for her lamb, or the 
lamb's plaintive call for its mother. 
Being so tired. I soon roll up in my 
blankets under the stars and am sound 
asleep, to be awakened in the morning 
by the tinkling ot bells as the sheep 
leave the bed ground for their day's 
feed. 


"Running sheep seems to necessitate 


the ownership of many ranches, so in 
addition to my sheep I have been look- 
ing after four different ranches which 
are mostly in hay. These ranches vary- 
in size from 160 to 1,500 acres. I do 
all my own buying and selling and 
nire'all my own men. At the present 
time I am running about six thousand, 
ewes. My wool clip rims around fifty 
chousand pounds each year, and I 
have about three thousand lambs to 
sell In addition to those I keep."

Now 
SSO.OOG sounds like a lot of money. It 
is to you or to me, but it is less than 
1 per cent of the annual appropriation, 
and if actually saved would mean that 
you would pay $99 20 taxes next year 
if you paid $100 worth this year. The 
ghastly joke of it would be that by 
abolishing the state sheriff's office the 
individual's taxes would actually be 
increased, because the fines collected 
by reason of state law enforcement 
are larger than the cost of maintaining 
the department, ilost of these fines 
go into the school 
fund and lessen 


school taxes.
